The accounts of the University arc prepared on 
cash basis and as such the following outstand¬ 
ing liabilities and income (which are illus¬ 
trative cases and not exhaustive) were not 
reflected in the accounts; (i) undischarged 
liabilities due to non-payment of tax on the 
University buildings and other services charges 
ctc.=Rs. 91 •04 laklis. (ii) Unrealised rent of 
buildings let out to other organisations and 
shop-keepers as also of .staff quarter.s = 
4 *14 lakhs, (iii) Royalty recoverable on pub- 
lications^Rs. 0'30 lakhs, (iv) Fec/Hostel/ 
other dues from students=Rs. 0 -21 lakhs. 
The University stated (January, 1983) that the 
University Grants Commission had since ap¬ 
pointed a Conunitlee to evolve uniform proce¬ 
dure for all the central universities.

(i) The demands made by the Municipal Cor¬ 
poration of Delhi from the University on 
account of property tax and other service 
charges aggregated Rs. 135 -93 lakhs in¬ 
cluding an amount of Rs. 17 -89 lakhs 
relating to 1982-83. Out of the outstand¬ 
ing demand, “on account” payment of 
Rs. 27 lakhs was made upto 1981-82. The 
liability on this account on as 31st March, 
1982 (Rs. 91 -04 lakhs) was not exhibited 
in the balance sheet.

2. Statement of Assets and Liabilities 

The following reply was furnished to the audit 
in reply to the draft audit report received in the 
University in December, 1982 : 

“A similar para was also included by the 
DACR in its report on the annual accounts 
of the University for the year 1979-80 and 
1980-81, The reply furnished to that para 
is reproduced below : 

“The question whether the accounts of 
the Universities should be maintained on 
cash basis or on accrual ba.sis was dis¬ 
cussed as early as in May, 1972, at the 
meeting of the Finance Officers & Regis¬ 
trars’ of the Central Universities convened 
by the UG.C. and later at the meeting of 
the Finance Officers in April, 1973 at the 
University of Delhi. It was decided that 
Receipts and Payments accounts of the 
Central Universities should be maintained 
on casji basis. This decision was taken 
because it as felt that it was the most 
suitable form for recording the transac¬ 
tions as well as for presenting the true 
state of affairs of the Universities. As the 
Universities are not run on commercial 
basis, accrual basis of the accounts was 
not considered desirable. It was also felt 
that it would be enomalous to include in 
the accounts fees due from the students 
as accrued income jls it would be difficult 
to link recoveries made in the subsequent 
years. Likewise it was considered that it 
would be difficult to keep track of the

The University stated (January, 83) that it 
had not accepted the demand of the Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation and that the matter had 
been referred by the University to the 
legal advisor for further advice. 

(ii) Amounts totalling Rs. 33 -56 lakhs had 
been paid to the Municipal Corporation 
of Delhi during 1st April. 1977 to 4th 
August, 1980 on account of charges for 
water supplied to the University campus at 
rates for commercial consumption. The 
users of water in the campus included 
residents of staff quarters and hostels 
(wherein separate water meters wore ins¬ 
talled in April, 1978) in respect of which 
charges should have been paid to Cor¬ 
poration at the domestic rate of consump¬ 
tion (i.e. 20 paise per connection per 
Kilolitre instead of the commercial rate of 
Rs. 1 ‘20 enhanced to Rs. 2/- per kilolitre 
from 1st April, 1979) applicable to the 
bank, canteens, shops. Office, Swimming 
pool etc. inside the campus. On the basis 
of domestic rate applicable to the staff 
quarters and hostels, the amount of 
Rs. 33'56 lakhs paid to the Corporation at 
commercial rates involved over payment of 
Rs, 20 ’00 lakhs which should have been 
reoovered/get adjusted by the University. 
No credit for this recovery had been taken 
in accounts. The Univensity stated (Jan¬ 
uary, 1983) that no water charges had 
been paid to the Corporation after August, 
1980 and that the excess payment to the 
Corporation for the period from April, 
1977 to February, 1980 was being adjusted 
by the Corporation against current bills.

liabilities as supplies of store etc. are re¬ 
ceived direct by the Departments and 
Finance Deptt. could not be aware of it. 

In view of the above position the Univer¬ 
sity has been maintaining its accounts on 
cash basis and not on accrual basis. A 
similar para was also included in the audit 
report on the accounts of the University 
for the year 1977-78. In reply it was inter- 
alia stated that the matter has been refer¬ 
red to the U.G.C. for advice. The U.G.C. 
has since appointed a Committee to evolve 
uniform procedure and standard proforma 
of accounts for all the Central Universities. 
The report of the Committee is still awaited 

A perusal of the reply given last year will 
reveal that the matter is under the active 
consideration of a Committee appointed 
by the U.G.C to evolve uniform proce¬ 
dure and standard proforma of accounts 
for the Central Universities. Eater a sub¬ 
committee consisting of the Finance Offi¬ 
cers of Delhi University, Aligarh Univer¬ 
sity, Banaras University and Jawaharlal 
Nehru University with Shri J-Veerraghavan, 
lAAS, the Executive Director of Nationai- 
Institute of Educational Plaiming and 
Administration, New Delhi as Chairman 
was formed to look into the various aspects 
pertaining to the formulation of procedure 
and proforma for preparation of accounts 
of Central Universities. Tins Committee 
met on 16th October, 1980, 13th April, 
1981 and December 1981. This Com¬ 
mittee has more or less endorsed the system 
followed by this University in maintaining 
its account on cash basis. However, it has 
observed that accrued receipts and accrued 
liabilities may be reflected by suitable foot¬ 
notes in the annual accounts where the 
amount involved are substantial. The 
recommendation of this Committee as and 
when finally accepted by the authorities, 
will be implemented by the University. 


As regards property tax> it is stated that the Uni¬ 
versity has not accepted the demand of the Municipal 
Corporation of Delhi for payment of property tax 
amounting to Rs. 135 *93 lakhs. This matter was 
placed before the Finance Committee, after obtain-' 
ing the advice of the Legal Adviser of the University 
in its meeting held on 6-9-1981. The Finance Com¬ 
mittee directed that a formal notice be Issued to 
the Municipal Corporaflon bringing out the various 
decisions of Delhi High Court in this regard and

3 '1 Both Contributory Provident and General Provident 
funds were maintained by the University for its employees 
opting out of and opting for pension scheme respectively 
The accumulations of both these funds having separate 
entities had been clubbed together/and shown as a 
single item (inclusive of interest) amounting to 
Rs. 1,52,82,391 as on 31st March, 1982 both in the balance 
sheet of the Provident Fund account and the statement 
of assets and liabilities. Similarly the investments 
(Rs. 1,17,44,147) made from the accumulations of both 
the funds were exhibited in the accounts as a single com¬ 
posite item. 

As a result the fbnd balances as well as investments there 
from under cash account were not separately available in 
the accounts. 


3 >2 Investment of Provident Fund balances (Rs. 117 -44 lakhs) : 
Accordingly to the instructions of the Government of 
India, the provident fund balances of the University 
should be invested in the securities of the Central/State 
Governments, National savings certificates, special de¬ 
posit scheme introduoed by the Central Oovpmmentln

incase, the Corporation does not accept the conten¬ 
tion of the University, a writ petition should be filled 
in the High Court of Delhi and stay order obtained. 
Accordingly the opinion of the Legal Adviser was 
brought to the notice of the Municipal Corporation 
which has in its recent communication still main¬ 
tained that the aimount of property tax asked for is 
payable by the University. This matter has again 
been referred to the Legal Adviser for further advice. 

As regards water charges, the amount paid in 
excess to the Municipal Corporation of Delhi for the 
period from April, 1977 to Feb., 1980 is being 
adjusted by the MCD against the current bills 
We have not paid any water charges to MCD after 
Aug., 1980 in respect of the University Campus”. 

The present position in regard to payment of water charges 
remains the same as indicated agove. As regards pay¬ 
ment of property tax to Municipal Corporation of Delhi, 
the matter was taken up by the Corporation authorities 
with the University Grants Commission. In January, 
1983, a sum of Rs. 20 lakhs has been paid up the Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation of Delhi towards property tax as 
directed by the University Grants Commission. This 
amount has been released separately to the Uni¬ 
versity by the U.G.C. The U.G.C. has also informed the 
University that a sum of Rs. 68 lakhs will be provided 
for this purpose during 1983-84. 

3 -1 In reply to the Draft Audit Para received from the 
D.A.C.R. in December, 1982 in this regard, it was 
explained to audit that because the C.P. Fund and G. P. 
Fund have separated entitles, the University has jjeen 
maintaining separate ledgers for these two funds. Their 
broadsheets are also maintained separately from where 
the balance under each fund could be ascertained. It 
is these documents which arc essential to maintain 
separate entity of these funds. When these funds are 
maintained properly and audited, it makes Uttlo 
difference whether balances of the each fund are 
invested jointly or separately. If the audit contention 
to invest the balances under each fund separately is 
accepted, it will lead to substantial increase in the work 
load and the labour involved may not bo commensurate 
with the results to be achieved. The University will 
have to maintain separate cash books also to keep the 
account of receipts and payments of advances out of 
each fund instead of the one cash book which is being 
maintained at present. It may lead to further compli¬ 
cations. 

The audit was also informed that similar objection 
was also included in the draft paras intended for In. 
elusion in the Audit Report on the accounts of the 
University for the year 1979-80. This objection, was, 
however, not taken to the Audit Report on the basis of 
the similar reply furnished to DACR at that time. 

Since the audit has now included the para in the 
Audit Report we have no further comments to officer. 

3-2 Investment of Provident Fond Balances (Rs. 117 -44 lakhs): 
The following reply was sent to audit in reply to the 
Draft Audit para received from DACR in December, 
1982 in this regard; 

"A similar para was Included in the draft Review Re¬ 
port on the accounts of the University. The reply

June, 1975, etc. However, the University invested 
Rs. 117-44 lakhs on 31st March, 1982 in time deposits 
with the State Bank of India. The University stated 
(September, 1981) that the Executive Council to whose 
notice the directive of the Government was brought had 
decided in April, 1979 to continue the existing pattern 
of investment and that the University Grants Commission 
had been informed of the decision, 

This matter was also commented upon in paragraph 8 -4 
of pages 287-288 of the Advance Report of the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General of India for the year 1980-,81 
Union Government (Civil). The University stated 
(January, 1983) that any direction given by the Public 
Accounts Committee in this regard would be implemented. 


3 -3 Payment of Interest of Provident Fund balances 
(Rs. 12 -96 lakhs) 

Since 1980-81 the University had been allowing interest 
at lOporcen per annum on the provident fund accumula¬ 
tions of its staff. Prior to that, the rate allowed for 1978- 
79 and 1979-80 in this respect was 9 per cent per annum. 
The rates of interest thus allowed by the University had 
ali along been higher than the rates allowed in this res¬ 
pect by the Govt, from time to time. 

Notwithstanding the objection by the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation in May, 1978, the payment at higher rate of interest 
had been continued by the University for the last four 
years. The University stated (January, 1983) that the 
Government instructions in regard to the fixation of rate 
of interest were not binding on the university ds, follow¬ 
ing the provisions in the Statutes of the University, 
those rates had been determined by the Executive Council.

furbished to that para is reproduced below:— 

“The Provident Fund Balance are being invested by 
the University in fixed deposits with the State Bank 
of India since its inception. The State Bank of 
India securities are as secure as Govt. Securities 
because the State Bank of India is also under the 
complete charge of Central Government of India. 
It is, therefore, not understood why the audit is 
insisting that the University should invest in Govt, 
securities. Moreover the University as trustees ov- 
Provident Fund of its employees has to ensure thaf 
maximum rate of interest "is paid to its employees 
and for this purpose it has been found that the State 
Bank securities are more beneficial and much easy 
to operate. However, it may be stated that Govt, of 
India orders are not automatically made applicable 
to the University unless these are adopted by the 
Executive Council of the University. The Executive 
Council of the University in its meeting held in 
April, 1979 decided to continue the existing patterl* 
of investment of Provident Fund balances and the 
U.O.C. which is the grant giving body to the Uni¬ 
versity had duly been informed of this decision. 
The U.G.C. have intimated in its letter dated 
29-4-1982 that the matter Is under further considera¬ 
tion in consultation with the Govt, of India.” 

Since a similar para has already been included in th 
Advanced Reports of the Controller and Auditor 
General of India for the year 1980.81, Union Ooyt. 
(Civil)-sub-para 8-4 of para 36 (p. 287) and any 
direction given by the P.A.C. in this regard will bo 
implemented by the University, this para may bC 
dropped from the Audit Report”. 

As the entire matter was still under consideration of the 
U.O.C. as well as P.A.C,, the University has no further 
comments to offer, 

3 -3 Payment of Interest of Provident Fund balances (Rs. 
12 -96 lakhs) 

The University had given the following comments in 
reply to the Draft Audit Para received from DACR in 
December, 1982; 

“In accordance with the provision under clause f 
of the Section 1-QPF of Appendix ‘A’ and Qauso 
11 of Section 1—CPF of Appendix ‘B’ to statnte- 
40 the rate of interest for each year is to bo deter 
mined by the Executive Council of the University. 
The rate of intorst of at 9 per cent per annum for the 
year 1978-79 and 1979-80 (Not 10% as commented 
in the para) and 10 per cent per annum for the years 
1980-81 and 1981-82 was fixed by the Executive 
Council. 

No objection in regard to the rate of interest has over 
been made by the Ministry of Education. The 
Ministry’s letter dated May, 1978, referred to it 
the para, was also not received. Moreover, the 
Government instructions in regard to the fixation oi 
rate of interest are not binding on the University ir 
view of the aforesaid statutory provision" 

The University has no further comments to offer.

S. Advances for purchases and other expenses 

The following reply was sent to Audit in reply to tho 
Draft Audit para received in December, 1982 from 
D.A.C.R. in this regard; 

“S imil ar paras were also included by audit in the 
audit reports on the accounts of the University for 
the year 1976-77, 1978-79. 1979-80 and 1980-81. 
An extract from the reply furnished to tho draff 
para Included in the Audit Report for the year 1980- 
81 is reproduced below: 

The (Commission_^has laid down a standard proforma 
of expenditure in which tho demands or, grants 
should be put up by the Central Universities. The 
budget proforma as laid dow by the Commission 
does not contain any provision for payment of 
grants on account of advances. As the pattern of' 
accounting has to follow the budgeting pattern, 
temporary advances paid to various ofiicers of tlic 
University for meeting id the forcsoable future any 
expenses or liabilities incurred are classified to the 
final heads of account. This practice has Ireen 
followed by the University since the inception and it 
is understood the same is the position with other 
Central Universities also. 

The audit was also informed that the advances 
given by the University are not of the same nature as 
advances paid to the Officers in the Central Govern¬ 
ment nor these are refundable advances as assumed 
by the Audit. The advances paid by the University 
are mainly for meeting expenditure on purposes 
like — 

(i) taking delivery of certain material for which 
cash has to be paid in advance; 

(ii) Payment of custom duty. Octroi etc. for th 
clearance of articles/cheinicals; 
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b, t%yflical verification: 

Physical verification of the stores and stock i.e. plant, 
machineiy, equipment, furniture fittings etc. valued at 
250 Inkhs held by the University as on 31st March. 
1982 bad not been conducted. The Unrversity stated 
(October, 82) that physical verification was conducted 
during 1974-75, but the report was not made avaiiable 
to Audit. As a resuit the value of store and stock ex¬ 
hibited in the annual accounts had not been agreed with 
the physical balance since years. Further, physical veri¬ 
fication of library books valued at Rs. 194 lakhs as on 
Slst March, 1982, had also not been conducted

(ill) Advance payment to films for the import of 
instrumonts/equipments/cheraicals etc. from 
abroad ; and 

(iv) advance payment required to be made to the 
firms towards cost of steel, cement and other 
building materials required by the University. 

Since the audit included comments for booking these 
advances to final beads of account instead of showing 
them as outstanding advances in the statements of 
Assets & Liabilities in its report ofi the accounts of the 
University for the year 1976-77 and 1978-79 the matter 
was reported to the U.G.C. for final decision in the 
matter. As already stated in reply to the above para, 
the U.G.C. has appointed a Committee to evolve unif orm 
procedure and standard proforma of arxmunts for all the 
Central Universities and this matter has also been re¬ 
ferred to that Committee. A final decision in this regard 
will be taken by the Commission after the report of the 
Committee is received and accepted by the U.G.C. 

•It would be seen from the above that this rnatter is also 
imder the consideration of the Committee referred 
in reply to para 3 ■! above. The sub-committee has in 
one of its recommendations observed in this regard as 
under: 

"The payment of advance is made out' of yearly 
grants. The procedure of charging these advances 
as final payments would be appropriate. The 
amount of advances on 31st March of a year may bo 
depicted by giviiig foot-note in the receipts and pay¬ 
ments account that the expenditure shown therein 
includes such advaces. Similarly a note may bo 
given in the balance sheet that the assets exhibited 
therein include advances for purchases of equip¬ 
ment etc. charged to final heads of account which 
wore outstanding at the end of financial year*’. 

The above recommedatlon of the sub-committce are very 
much in line with tire procedure following by the Univer¬ 
sity for charging these advance as final payments. 
However, the other observation regarding foot-note 
etc. of the sub-committee would be implemented as and 
when these recommendations are finally approved by the 
concerned authorities. 

A similar para has also been included in the advance 
report of the Controller and Auditor General of India and 
any direction given by the P.A.C. in this regard will 
be implemented by the University.” 

In view of the position explained in the above reply, the 
University has no further comments to offer. 

6. Physical Verification : 

The reply furnished to audit with reference to the Draft 
Audit Para received from D.A.C.R. in December, 1982 is 
reproduced below: 

"The furniture and office equipment required for 
various Schools and Departments of the University 
are centrally purchased and stocked by the Estate 
Branch of the University. For physical verification 
of furniture and office equipment hold by the Estate 
Branch and distributed to various Schools nnd De¬ 
partments, a physical verification Cell was created. 
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after 1977-78 with the result that it was not possible to 
ascertain whether all the books the value of which was 
shown in the balance sheet were actually held by the 
University.

This Cell has since carried out the physical verifica¬ 
tion of the stores , distributed to the following 
Schools/ Departments; 

1. School of Life Sciences, 

2. School of Computer and System Sciences. 

3. School of Environmental Sciences. 

4. School of Social Sciences. 

5. Library. 

The physical verification in respect of the stores dis¬ 
tributed to other Schools and Departments is in hand. 

The Scientific equipment and machinery etc. required 
by the three Science Schools of the University aro- 
purohased and stocked directly by the Schools con¬ 
cerned. The Schools have since reported that phy¬ 
sical verification of stores hold by ho School of En¬ 
vironmental Sciences and School of Computer and 
Systems Sciences upto the year 1981-82 has been 
conducted. In the third school, l.o. School of Life 
Sciences the physical verification was completed upto 
1976-77. The physical verification for the subsequent 
years was also conducted but the reports for the 
year 1977-78, 1979-80 and 1981-82 are awaited from 
the Physical verification OflScers appointed for the 
purpose by the School. They have been reminded to 
expedite the reports. The report for the year 1978-79, 
has since been submitted by the concerned Officer 
and is beln^ processed. 

As regards the physical verification of books held in 
the Library after 1977-78, two proposals were under 
consideration to create the new College for the phy¬ 
sical verification or to close down the Library during 
vacation for conducting physical verificationn. It 
has now been decided that the physical verification 
of the books may bo carried out during the ensuing 
summer vacation i.o.—May—June, 1983 by closing 
the Library.” 

Every effort is being made to oomploto the physical 
verlficatioii of stores and books as early as possible.
